The Committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred the bill 
(H. R. 3214) for the relief of Irene Senutovitch, having considered 
the same, reports favorably thereon without amendment and recom- 
mends that the bill do pass 


PURPOSE OF THE BILI 


The purpose of the bill is to grant the status of permanent residen: 
in the United States to Irene Senutovitech. The bill provides for an 
appropriate quota deduction and for the payment of the required 
visa fee and he ad tax. 


STATEMENT OF FACTS 


The beneficiary of the bill is a 36-vear-old native and citizen of 
Russia who last entered the United States as a visitor on December 
1, 1947. She has two brothers in this country who are citizens of 
the United States and her parents are legal residents of the United 
States. 

A letter dated November 22, 1949, to the chairman of the Committee 
on the Judiciary of the House of Representatives from the Acting 
Assistant to the Attorney General with reference to H. R. 2461, 
which was a bill introduced in the Eighty-first Congress for the relief 
of the same alien, reads as follows:

My Dear Mr. CHarRMAN: This is in response to your t 
the Department of Justice relative to the bill (H. R. 2461

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The bill would provide that, for the purposes of the immigration and naturaliza- 
tion laws, Irene Senutoviteh shall be considered to have been lawfully admitted 
to the United States for permanent residence. It would also direct the Secretary 
of State to instruet the quota-control officer to make a deduction from the appro- 
priate lMmMigration quota. 

The files of the Immigration and Naturalization Service of this Department 
lisclose that Irene Senutoviteh is a native and citizen of Russia, having been
